At A nderson’s trial Penney had 
nam ed the form er Louisv ille night 
club o perator as his accomplice.

solv ed Anderson 
and nam ed a 
now-dead Louisv ille bartender as 
his pa rtne r in the crime. 
M aintains Innocence 
But Anderson, who w as the first 
of the trio to die. m aintained his 
innocence to the last. As he w as 
being strapped in the chair A n­ 
derson declared: 
“Gentlemen,

can say. I ’m innocent of w hat I ’m 
bemg charged w ith.”

Censorship to inform law-enforcement, anti-es­ 
pionage agencies of treason or m ilitarily harmful 
facts can be argued effectiv ely. 
But censorship to let Secretary X know th at 
Mr. Y dislikes him personally, opposes his policies, 
and is out after his official scalp, is one thing we

this, you would judge, our attack 
is still organized 
and 
ready to 
spring, despite the German div er­ 
sion effort. 
Berlin's 
failure 
to 
propagan­ 
dize the success may be a ttrib u t­ 
ed to the fact th at this is a small 
story in Berlin, compared to what 
is happening on the Russian front. 
It is our first land engagem ent 
in the eastern theatre of w ar and 
big to us but the num ber of troops 
inv olv ed is a handful by com pari­ 
son with other w ars H itler is fight­ 
ing. 
It may prov e true th at Rommel 
has attem pted more than a local 
div ersion thrust and is bent on an­ 
nihilation of our forces in all Tu­ 
nisia, before he turns to meet the 
British on the M areth line. 
He 
has possibly a week more left in 
which to try this. 
The British 
hav e just arriv ed at the line and 
are sev eral weeks aw ay from us 
by any yardstick. 
Such 
a desperate, unorthodox 
strategy could logically be expect­ 
ed of a trapped and crafty nazi 
general. 
Also. H itler m ight well 
attem pt 
a 
sim ultaneous 
march 
down through Spain to G ibraltar 
where he could cut our best sea 
line of supplies. 
Certain little un­ 
m entionable dev elopments within 
Spain might possibly be interpret­ 
ed in furtherance of this belief. 
But no one here has been able 
to read such ominous interpreta­ 
tions into the troop mov ements 
they are able to see. 
H itler prac­ 
tically denuded the Russian front 
of planes for this campaign, but 
no report suggests he has w ith­ 
drawn any substantial number of 
fighting men or quantity pf m ate­ 
riel. 
If he has no more than 250,000 
men in N orth Africa, he certainly 
has not switched his w ar empha­ 
sis from the Russian front. 
Less than 150 nazi tanks ap­ 
peared in the whole first week of 
the southern Tunisian operations. 
The whole series of N orth Af­ 
rican battles has been unorthodox. 
Nothing exactly like them can be 
found anywhere in history. 
Our line actually hung in the air 
on its southern extrem ity for sev ­ 
eral m onths in such a way as to 
make many am ateur m ilitary ob­ 
serv ers (including this columnist) 
jittery in expectation of just such 
an attack.

where in the world are com para­ 
ble, at least, with Benedict Ar­ 
nold and “dozens of other Ameri­ 
cans who, beyond peradv enture of 
a doubt, were also guilty of trea­ 
son." 
In the same way. the presi­ 
dent compared the D eclaration of 
Independence with the four free­ 
doms, although 
the 
Declaration 
was the product of m any minds 
and was formally adopted by the 
Continental congress, whereas the 
four freedoms were merely 
an­ 
nounced as a w ar aim of this na­ 
tion by Roosev elt after a confer­ 
ence with W inston Churchill. 
The truth probably is that most 
of the American people don't ob­ 
ject to the four freedoms as a slo- j 
gan, and as propaganda to win the j 
adherence of people as yet uncom-1 
m itted in this w ar and sustain the j 
hopes of those who hav e tem por­ 
arily been conquered. 


But there are American national­ 
ists of the finest patriotism fight­ 
ing on all the seas ond fronts who 
do doubt it and whose only con­ 
cern is the preserv ation of the 
United States as a free nation and 
who believ e the program of the 
four freedoms takes in too much 
territory. 
To suggest th at such 
Americans are disloyal is not nice 
but not ev en that can make them 
disloyal, although it may make 
them pretty sore and aggrav ate 
th at disunity which Doktor Goeb- 
bels is always exploiting to sus­ 
tain the hopes of the German peo­ 
ple.

This lesson is notable 
for con­ 
taining the shortest verse in the 
Bible, "Jesus wept." 
That verse 
is significant for its revelation of 
the human Christ in contact with 
the sorrow' 
of death, 
moved to 
tears as He observes the suffer­ 
ing of His 
friends. 
The 
story 
proceeds 
to tell 
of the 
divine 
Christ and the power with which 
He restored to life the beloved 
brother of M artha and M ary in 
the home wheie 
Jesus evidently 
had been a welcome guest. 
Almost inevitable tne question 
enters one’s mind. Why , if Jesus 
had power to restore life to the 
dead, was it not ex ercised more 
widely ? 
One cannot ex plore the 
m y steries 
of divine 
Providence, 
and one cannot answer the many 
questions that 
arise 
concerning 
the earthly 
life of Jesus. 
But it 
would seem 
that 
the 
em phasis 
was upon the spiritual life that 
Jesus had come to bring to men 
and the it'storation of men from 
the death of sin unto the life of 
righteousness; and that the m ir­ 
acles of actual phy sical life-giv­ 
ing. lik e the miracles of feeding 
and healing, 
were 
sy mbolic of 
this deeper mission, ministry , and 
purpose of Jesus as the Savior of 
men 
There are notable incidents in 
connection With this household of 
the two sisters, M artha and Mary , 


their guest; Mary , more concern­ 
ed with 
the guest 
Himself, un­ 
troubled about the details of the 
household. 
Perhaps 
Mary perceived that 
the guest 
was 
more concerned 
about the spiritual realities than 
about the details of housek eeping 
and of His 
entertainm ent, even 
though 
they m inistered 
to His 
comfort. 
Too 
great fussiness is 
not altogether a compliment to a 
guest. 
But one wonders whether fnter- 
pi'eters and 
commentatoi"s have 
been altogether 
fair to M altha. 
It is to be noted that when M ar­ 
tha heard tha t Jesus was coming 
she went 
to 
meet Him. 
while 
Mary remained in the house. A p ­ 
parently Mary had not heard the 
news 
that 
Jesus 
was 
coming. 
W hat ought not to be overlook ed 
is that M artha 
immediately ex ­ 
pressed her faith. "Lord, if Thou 
liadst been here, my brother had 
not died." 
We are apt to overlook or un­ 
derestim ate 
the strength of faith 
and the depth of purpose in the 
work aday 
people 
who bear the 
heavy buidens of life. Often their 
faith is as leal and as strong as 
is that of the more emotional and 
seemingly spiritually minded who 
profess to 
live above 
the 
daily 
cares and labois, or seek not to be

“Out there” was the steaming, 
blood-cov ered battlefield of Guad­ 
alcanal where the 32-v ear-old Chi­ 
cago Marine won high praise of 
his company commander, Capt. O. 
K. LeBlanc of Abbeyv ille, La., and

Cross or the Army Distinguished 
Serv ice Cross. 
The 
sturdy, 
dark-haired 
Ross 
had a lot to tell of his experiences, 
both grim and humorous. 
He told 
it simply, in his own lingo...T he 
night he spent in a shell-hole with 
fiv e 
wounded Leathernecks and 
tw’o soldiers; the fight he put up 
against the Japs; and the lighter 
moments that ev en Tojo 
can't 
keep away from American fight­ 
ing men. 
First Off Ship 
Ross, acclaimed boxing's “man 
of the year", was first off his 
ship. 
Outwardly

ed. 
He telephoned his wife, Kaye,
